London, December 20.—The 4an- 
nouncement of the British withdrawal 
from Gallipoli overshadowed all other 
war news tonight. For the British

been current in the street for some 
days and the withdrawal of the forces 
had been a matter of widespread pro 
and ‘con discussion ever since Lord 
Ribblesdale’s famous speech in parlia- 
ment in which he declared that with- 
drawal: had been. recommended by a 
high mflitary euthority.

PLAN 10 COLLECT 
INHERITANCE TAX 


Governor Harris Wants to 
Clothe Commissioner Hart, 
With Authority to Secure 
State’s Share. 


Governor Nat EB. Harris has in mind 
the creation of some method whereby 
the state may have a representative 
whose specie duty it shall be to see 
that the inheritance tax due the state 
shall be collected. 


It is believed that through failure 
to provide in the act of 1913, creating 
the inheritance’ tax, some specific and 
forceful means of collecting this reve- 
nue the state is losing hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The governor is 
seeking to remedy this situation by the 
designation of an.official whose speci- 
fic duty it shall be to collect in-, 
heritance taxes. In other words, this 
official shall represent the state to get 
its share of an estate just as an at- 
torney would represent an heir of an 
estate to protect his interests. 

It is the purpose of the governor, if 
possible, to clothe the state tax commis- 

sioner, John C. Hart, with authority 
to see that these collections are made 
in full for the. state,

Greek military circles declare they 
ate convinced that the forces opposing 
the allies will not attempt to cross the 
frontier, the Bulgarians, because they 
realize the danger of provoking Greece;

Sofia, December 20.—(Via London.) 
The Echo De Bulgarie announces that 
the Bulgarian treops have been halt-

FOOD FROM BULGARIA. 


(From The Wall Street Journal.) 

A number.of @eading German newspapers 
state. that the opening of the Belgrade-Con- 
stantinople railroad lines has solved their 
food problem. One says that Bulgaria has 
900,000 tons of corn for export to Austria 
and Germany. “Not by tens of thousands, 
but by millions of tons,” says another, ‘will 
foodstuffs be shipped to us.’ 

There are 40 bushels of corn in a ton; 
therefore, this amount to’ be shipped from 
Bulgaria equals 36,000,000 bushels. The pop- 
ulation of Bulgaria sells as much its 
wheat as it can, and eats corn instead.” The 
Bulgarian yield of corn in 1914 was 31,000,- 
000 Dushels, which is about the average. 
bushels a year. In 1913 it exgorted 11,000,000 
bushels. It surely could not raise 31, "000, 000 
bushels, consume 20,000,000, keep up its re 
ular international trade of 11,000,000 bushels 
for a year, and still have more for Germany 
than it raises. 

Its -neighors,

half the wheat it uses. It has been drawing 
from Egypt and the United States. If there 
were a surplus in Bulgaria, would it hesitate 
to purchase there?

Paris, December 20.—Details of the 
narrow escape from. death recently of 
the king and queen of Belgium, when 
German aviators threw bombs on the 
fishing village where the royal couple 
now reside, are printed. today by The 
Petit Journal. | 

The king and queen were coming out 
of church from mass withthe rest. of 
the congregation, says the paper's cor- 
respondent, when six German aero- 
planes appeared, flying low. Apparent- 
ly they were coming from Ostend. The 
king at*once told the people to scatter 
and take shelter, but the aeroplanes 
approached so rapidly that few had 
time to comply with his instructions 
‘before the machines were over the vil- 
lage.

“©, By directly or indirectly receiv- 
ing pay or financial benefits in con- 
sideration of or as~«a reward for in- 
structing or eh gretelraty any person in or 
for‘any athletic competition, exhibition 
or exercise.
